REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

a) With respect to Heath and linear elastic material. Heath col. 7. II. 16-20 disclose using Nitinol "in an arrangement in which it is 
never stressed beyond the straight line portion of its stress strain curve", i.e. a linear elastic material. Applying the heating step to 
a localized area of this material, as taught by Bellouard, would result in a product as claimed. 

b) With regard to filter legs. Applicant's own description of this term would indicate that this defines a wire-shaped material, and this is 

entirely consistent with the description in Heath of "metal in the form of wire or filament or the like". Muni is alsoi directed to 
treatment of wire-shaped materials. 

c) With regard to Muni, col. 7, II. 6-15 of Muni (and with reference to Fig. 5) discusses a material having a linear stress strain curve, in 

accord with the presently claimed invention. A portion of this can be heat treated so as to be superelastic.
